lative to the eftablithment of a White Linen Market ‘at Newry, 
faid to be entered into at ai\Mceting of the Linen Drapers of the North 
of Iheland, held at Armagh on the ad inftant ;—we think it proper to 
explain that matter to the Public, left it thould be conceived that the re- 
folutions alluded to convey the general fenfe of the Linen Drapers of 
the North. . 

The fact then is briefly as follows :—After'the feveral refolutions re- 
lative to the revifal of the Linen Laws were gone through with the ap- 
probation of all prefent, ‘the - firft refolution relative to the removal of 
the White Linen Market to the North was propofed, bat a number of 
eminent, linen drapers objefted to and ftrenuoufly oppofed it, on the 
ground of this being an improper time for agitating that matter, and 
becaufe not one draper from the counties of Derty, Donegall, Ferma- 
nagh or Cavan, and only avery few from the county of Antrim attend- 
ed; but the gentlemen.who brought forward the. meafure, feeming de- 
termined at all events to go on with it, the’ queftion. of adjournment 
was moved, and immediately a very large body of linen drapers left the
